MINGS OVER THE COUNTRY 
The present C. P. T. flight class at the W arren air­ 
port is over half finished, according to officials. 
Seven 
students have already passed their private flight tests 
as well as their cross country flights. 
Their instructors 
say “Good weather and the zest of the students have 
put this class through in record time,” modestly re­ 
fraining from making any comment about the excellent 
work of the officials and staff at the airport. 
In this connection here's a suggestion from one of 
our Washington correspondents that merits some seri­ 
ous consideration. 
He says: “When the defense effort 
is over, and maybe before, the idea of people boosting 
civilian aviation for everyday use is to start teaching 
the kids aviation light in the gram m ar schools. 
Give 
'em courses in model building as soon as they can 
whittle. 
Let ’em go to gliders when they’re in high 
school. Then graduate to power flying when they get 
to college. 
When that happens you will see multiplied a thous­ 
and times the experience of towns like Ada. Okla. 
Only a couple of years ago, Ada’s interest in flying 
consisted of “one airplane and me.” according to the 
airport manager. 
And one doesn't have to th ’nk back 
very many months to remember when that situation 
prevailed right here in Warren. 
Today there are two hangars at Ada full of planes, 
eleven private ships, ninety licensed pilots, and the city 
council has voted a $100,000 bond issue to start a 
$350,000 airport. 
By comparison there are 29 fliers 
with private licenses connected with the Warren airport, 
five of whom have commercial licenses, and two of these 
are instructing at other fields. There are seven private­ 
ly-owned planes at the field, in addition to three owned 
by Manager “Slip” King. 


Three years ago, no college president would have 
put posters up urging the students to “take flyin i.” 
Yet today, 350 colleges and universities give regular 
credits in aviation. And R. F. C., by the way. has *cuned 
nearly $2,000,000 to finance the establishment of about 
twenty aviation schools. 


W ashington officials are overlooking a good bet by 
failing to issue an order to folks W’ho use cars to reach 
the place of employment, compelling them to get up 
five oi ten minutes earlier so they don’t have to race to 
their work at fifty or sixty miles an hour. Such a regu­ 
lation sure would conserve plenty of gas! 


One of the very delightful events of the summer sea­ 
son at Island Park, Youngsville, was the annual Sal­ 
vation Army picnic held there yesterday with about 150 
in attendance, including children and adults.

Thus the percentage in profits 
w as 31 tim es that in gross rev­ 
enues. 
Looked at another way, net op­ 
erating income rose 
$45,170,589.1 
or over four tim es more than the 
$11,069,933 increases in revenue. 
To grasp the 
significance

■ and gross revenues are. 
Gross revenues are the 
total i 
am ount of m oney the railroads re- j 
I ccive for their service. N et operat- j 
ing incom e is the m oney the rail­ 
roads have left after paying all

plies, and state and local taxes. 
N et operating incom e Is only I 
part of the profit of

The obvious reason is that the 
railroads’ 
expenses,

their total w age bill, w ent down 
$34,100,656 in June 1941, com par­ 
ed w ith June 1940. 
Sum m ed up, the railroads’ pro- 1 
fits are rising because they arc ; 
hauling m oic traffic and takin g in 
m ore m oney, w hile paying out less 
in expenses. 
This is possible be­ 
cause of the increasing efficien cy 
j of the railroads and 
their 
em ­ 
ployes. 
In the past five years, 
the efficien cy of 
the 
average 
railroad worker, m easured by his 
production of “freight ton-m ilcs,” 
has increased 43 percent. 
That is one reason w hy railroad 
em ployes are asking 
for 
w age 
boosts. 
They believe they should , 
receive a reasonable share of the 
rising rail profits, as a reward 
for their increasing efficiency. 
M oreover, the w age 
rates 
of 
railroad em ployes were low er than 
the w ages of com parable workers 
in other large industries, even be­ 
fore the defense em ergency 
be­ 
gan. 
Since then, this inequality 
has been g rea tly 
increased 
by 
w age raises in the other indus­ 
tries. while the pay of railroad 
em ployes rem ain the sam e. 
U nless rail w ages are 
raised, 
how can the workers in this m ost 
j im portant defense industry m eet 
the increased cost of living, which, 
according to Price A dm inistrator 
Leon Henderson, has already ris­ 
en 20 percent and is goin g much 
higher?

Accidents, Fires Prove 
Dutch Still Resisting 


TT took only four days for Gcr- 
-*■ man arm ies to subdue the Neth­ 
erlands in May, 1940, but there 
has 
been 
no 
victory 
over 
the 
Dutch spirit. Of all the occupied 
countries, the proud Netherlands 
w ages the m ost determ ined fight 
against 
Nazism 
through 
under­ 
ground organization. 
The stubborn Dutch have pur­ 
sued a policy of ignoring the Ger­ 
m ans publicly, infuriating the in­ 
vaders. They have found an ever 
increasing num ber of w ays to an­ 
noy and harass the Germ ans— by 
pasting 
placards 
in 
prom inent 
places, by scribbling “V” every­ 
w here, by w earing w hite carna­ 
tions. 
The Dutch railw ay system , the 
100th anniversary of w hich was 
com m em orated in the 1939 stamp 
above, is one of the finest in Eu­ 
rope.

ports, the ’ net operating income” 
or profits of the Class I railroads 
rose from $48,090,783 in June last 
year to $93,261,372 in June this 
year, an increase of 94 percent, or 
nearly double. 
Comparing the same months of 
1940 
and 
1941, 
the 
railroads 
“gross revenues” rose from $344,- 
932.789 to $355,022,722, an increase 
of only 3 per cent. 
Thus the percentage in profits 
was 31 times that in gross rev­ 
enues. 
Looked at another way, net op­ 
erating income rose 
$45,1*0,589. 
or over four times more than the 
$11,069,933 increases in revenue. 
To grasp the 
significance 
of 
these ngures, it is necessary to 
know wnat net operating income 
and gross revenues are. 
Gross revenues are the 
total 
amount of money the railroads re­ 
ceive for their service. Net operat­ 
ing income is the money the rail­ 
roads have lei t after paying all 
expenses—including wages, 
sup­ 
plies, and state and local taxes. 
Net operating income is only 
part of the profit of 
the 
rail­ 
roads. because 
they 
also 
have 
“other income.' 
However, count­ 
ing only their net operating in­ 
come as profit, the above figures 
show: 
That, of each SI of gross rev­ 
enues, the railroads had 14 cents 
left as profit in June 1940, and 
26 cents in June 1941. 
In other 
Words, the profit per dollar of 
revenues, nearly don Died. 
VV Id . , 
How was it possible for profits 
(net operating income) 
to 
rise: 
94 percent while revenues rose 
only 3 percent, to go up $45,170,- 
5S9 while revenues went up only 
$11,069,933?

The obvious reason is that the 
railroads’ 
expenses. 
includi n g 
their total wage bill, went down 
$34,100,656 in June 1941, compar­ 
ed with June 1940. 
Summed up, the railroads' pro- j 
fits are rising because they are j 
hauling mole traffic and taking in 
more money, while paying out less 
in expenses. 
This is possible be­ 
cause of the increasing efficiency 
of the railroads and 
their 
em­ 
ployes. 
In the past five years, 
the efficiency of 
the 
average 
railroad worker, measured by his 
production of “freight ton-miles,” 
has increased 43 percent. 
That is one reason why railroad 
employes are asking 
for 
wage 
boosts. 
They believe they should , 
receive a reasonable share of the 
rising rail profits, as a reward 
for their increasing efficiency. 
Moreover, the wage 
rates 
of 
railroad employes were lower than 
the wages of comparable workers 
in other large industries, even be­ 
fore the defense emergency 
be­ 
gan. 
Since then, this inequality 
has been greatly 
increased 
by 
wage raises in the other indus­ 
tries, while the pay of railroad 
* employes remain the same. 
Unless rail wages are 
raised, 
how can the workers in this most 
important defense industry meet 
the increased cost of living, which, 
according to Price Administrator 
Leon Henderson, has already ris­ 
en 20 percent and is going much 
1 higher?

ride. 
It was ’way back in 1850 that 
the first woman writer sat in the 
Senate gallery. Now, 91 years 
later, women arc still much in the 
minority. Of 542 persons admitted 
to the press galleries only 38 are 
women.

''PH E women have every privi- 
I loge the men enjoy, except the 
old “back room” gathering at the 
day’s end when men cronies of 
press and Congress collect for a 
few “quick ones” and the low 
down. 
That could mean the women 
would miss stories but they get 
around it by more persistent use 
of the phone and feet. I've never 
heard a trained woman reporter 
complain that any government of­ 
ficial “held out'’ just because she 
was a woman. 
But women must disprove per­ 
sonally the adage, “Tell a woman, 
tell the world.” Once they do, they 
get a special loyalty from their 
news contacts.

man armies to subdue the Neth­ 
erlands in May, 1940, but there ' 
has been no victory over the 
Dutch spirit. Of all the occupied 
countries, the proud Netherlands 
wages the most determined fight I 
against Nazism through under­ 
ground organization. 
The stubborn Dutch have pur­ 
sued a policy of ignoring the Ger­ 
mans publicly, infuriating the in­ 
vaders. They have fount! an ever 
increasing number of ways to an­ 
noy and harass the Germans—by

The Dutch railway system, the 
100th anniversary of which was 
commemorated in the 1939 stamp 
above, is one of the finest in Eu­ 
rope.
